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Summary 

As of December 1, 1989, China recognized and maintained diplomatic 
relations with 1 34 nations and the self-declared "state" of Palestine. 2 Since 
April 1988 China has exchanged diplomatic recognition with Bahrain Qatar, 
and the self-declared Palestinian "state" but has suspended relations with 
Grenada, Liberia, and Belize, 

Taiwan currently is recognized by 26 nations, up from 22 in April 1988. 
Most of the nations recognizing Taiwan are in Central America and the Carib- 
bean, although the Republic of Korea, Saudi Arabia, and South Africa also 
recognize Taiwan. In 1989, Belize, Grenada, and Liberia switched diplomatic 
recognition from China to Taiwan; The Bahamas did so in 1988.

Indonesia (Apr. 1950): Diplomatic relations were frozen in 1965 following a coup attempt which Jakarta 
accused Beijing of supporting. Direct trade resumed in July 1 985. 

Israel (Jan. 1950): Israel has not been recognized by China.
